Son Innocent In 
Teacher Killing 


“| believe with -all my 
heart that he is innocent.” 

This was the strong 
belief expressed by the 
weary mother of a 17 year 
old youth, charged in the 
shooting death of a Cen- 
tral High School teacher 
and the wounding of a 
cafeteria worker last Friday 
afternoon. 

The - youth, Donald €: 
Banks, 488 Reynolds Ave., 
was charged Monday with. 
aggravated murder in the 
death of 44 year old Edwin 
Peters, 5955 Forestview 
Dr., and. the wounding of 
Mrs. Ellen Graham 56, 
2620 Lockbourne Rd. He is 
charged with felonious 
assault in the shooting of 
Mrs. Graham. 

Banks -atlegedty— shot 
Mrs. Graham while attemp- 
ting to rob her on the 
parking lot of the school, 


then reportedly turned his 
gun on Peters when he 
sought to defend her. 

Mrs. Janie Banks of the 
Reynolds Ave. address, -in 
a CALL & POST interview 
Tuesday, cited several 
reasons for doubting that 
her son committed the 
heinous killing. She first 
took issue with the police 
reports concerning Banks’ 
surrender last Saturday. 

Contrary to published 
reports that he turned him- 
self in to the homicide 
detectives, she said Banks, 
after hearing that a warrant 
for his arrest had been 
filed, contacted her about 
9 am. Saturday and told 
her of his plan to surren- 
der. 

She then contacted the 


Juvenile Bureau and Of- 
ficer James Watson 
“singlehandedly” trans- 


ferred Banks to headquar- 
ters without even handcuf- 
fing him,” she said. 
“Homicide detectives 
never touched him," she 
added. 

Mrs. Banks also angrily 
refuted reports in the 
media that Banks is a high 
school dropout. “He is not 
a dropout,” she retorted. 
“As a matter of fact he has 
two diplomas,” she stated. 

She insisted that Banks 
graduated from the 
Training Institute of Cen- 
trat Ohio last May;and that 
he was also awarded a 
high school diploma from 
Linden-McKinley High 
School in June. She has 
both diplomas in her » 
possession, she said. (Mrs. 
Banks contention was not 
confirmed at Call-Post 
deadline.)

Black History Week is upon us. Across 
the nation blacks will set aside one week, 
and some for a month or so, to remind 
themselves and the nation of the 
significance and greatness of their ex- 
perience and history on both the American 
and African continents. But what might be 
considered different about Black History 
Week in 1976, is that it is taking place 
during America’s Bicentennial celebration. 
This means that Black History Week may 
have more possibilities this year than In 
previous years. However, it also means 
that there may be.some inherent tensions 
between Black History Week and the 
Bicentennial. These tensions could result 
from uncomfortable truth about black op- 
pression in this country; the truth about 
racial hatred and social injustice. This is 
quite a different story than what white 
Americans, will be telling us. Casual 
references. may be made about racial. in- 
justice, at the most, but the whole truth 
will barely come to the surface of the mass 
sea of propaganda spreading throughout 
the nation about the greatness of this 
country. 

The Bicentennial theme for 1976 Black 
History Week is, “America for All 
Americans." It is not merely a theme; it is 
a cry! It is an evdcative and preemptory 
claim! it is.a resounding echo of the past, 
of the vociferous voice of Frederick 
Douglass, Martin Delaney, W.E.B. DuBois, 
Richard Allen, Absolem Jones, Harriet 
Tubman. It is the most recent dream of 
Martin Luther King Jr.

‘STATE OF THE UNION NOT SO 
GOOD 


For a nation that grew great by thinking big and 
being realistic, we now seem to be entering a phase 
of thinking small and- indulging in myths. The 
President's State of the Union address, like the 
pronouncements of many political candidates today, 
reflects this new cramped, narrow perception of what 
America is all about. 

Thus, instead of the long-awaited institution of a 
national health insurance program that assures 
everyone, rich or poor, of high quality, comprehensive 
health care, we get a proposal for some kind of major 
medical expense coverage for Medicare recipients 
and a vague hope that some day there might be some 
form of plan to widen middie class participation in 
private insurance programs. 

Now that's just not d enough. It doesn't deal 
with the issue at all, which is-how can we as a society 
construct a-health-care-system-_that-delivers_quality 
services. to all, regardless of race or income. 

Welfare is treated the same way. The President says 
it isn't “the right time for massive and sweeping 
changes while we are still recovering from the 
recession.” But now is exactly the right time to 
replace the welfare system with an income main- 
tenance program that includes a universal refundable 
Income tax credit. 

n, the same sort of “thinking small" comes 
through on jobs, for the President says “our kind of 
government cannot create that many jobs." Why not? 

at sounds more like an argument for changing our 
kind of ment than it does as a reason for ac- 
a | ntolerable unemployment rates. 

@ fact is our government can create jobs, not 
only, as the President suggested, through incentives 
to the private sector, but in direct public works 
pepjects and in public service employment jobs. 

@ new mythology was too much in evidence as 
well. He put forth the idea that “massive national 
programe’ were tried and that they failed. He 
amented the supposed shift in emphasis from 
defense to domestic spending which supposedly 
unbalanced our economy.

The government tried to 
yard against such figures 
ith a slogan that no 
usiness: would the gov- 
rment carry on with 
rivate industry which 
racticed a policy of 
iscrimination because of 
olor. Industry was con- 
liant and had blacks on 
ve jobs at first one task 
nd another. Private 
usiness and industry even 
tatfed office forces w 
retty black girls. 

The purpose of com- 
liance was to get govern- 
rent business and, few 
palize it, but just as gover- 
iment has fed = and 
rovided for many families 
n recent years, the gover- 
ment has -kept--many 
usiness concerns going 
yy buying supplies from 
hem. They were willing to 
ut_on a token black force, 
: few more to appease 
yovernment requirements. 

It is not true that all 
yack people had—em- 
sloyment during the begin- 
ing of the slogan about 
squal opportunity, but 
many more blacks had 
jood jobs: Naturally, the 
xlacks, eased into jobs as 
he last hired, had to 
vacate the jobs in layoffs, 
lor white employees 
naturally took a .strong 
hold of the seniority 
claims. 

Does this explanation 
suffice for that high per- 
centage of black unem- 
ployment? in-part it does, 
but one has to conjecture 
that a large explanation 
may tie in a-laxity_of_that 
slogan about equal oppor- 
tunity. That laxity lies in an 
indifference to the plight of 
black employment after the 
Johnson administration. 

Those whites, who were 
smoldering in hate 
because they had to hand 
to the blacks a fair shake 
during the Kennedy era 
and continued in the John- 
son administration, were 
able to step out in full self 
character at the beginning 
of the Nixon era, and con- 
tinue and will continue if 
the present trends hold 
out. 

That-group, most of them 
destitutes during the mid 
depression days, found 
jobs in early war days, who 
stepped into full 
management later, con- 
tinued their practice of 
menial employment for 
blacks. 

The practice of holding 
down the blacks, began 
when labor unions started 
to gain power in the last 
century, held firm in 
private business and in 

overnmental operation. 
hen came a presidential 
leader who set the stan- 
dards of equal opportunity. 


During a speech last 
summer, President. Ford 
bragged about how the 


government had gone to 
bat and supplied summer 
jobs for students.

The conclusion to be 
drawn from—consideration 
of the figures is not 
askance in a claim that the 
nation has gone back to 
that pattern of the black 
mah being the last hired 


and. the first fired, not 
because of longevity. of 
service but because of 


race. 


This writing is not ad- 
vocating that the govern- 
ment go on a wholesale 
hiring spree, but it does 
wonder about those 
figures. The question 
fronts in forte how much 
stress is being levied on 
equal opportunity, or is it 
just a nice phrase for 
academic discussion? The 
original rule did have 
reference to private in- 
dustry giving minority 
groups equal chance of 
semployment. 


For a time prior to the 
Kennedy era, the govern- 
ment itself was the worst 
culprit in making a sham- 
bles out of the slogan of 
equal opportunity, and may 
be trending that way today. 

There has to be some 
sensible explanation for 
there .being 7 per cent 
unemployment in the 
nation, a percentage of 
which is black, but that per 
cent is 14 per cent of the 
black population, What is 
it about? The nation ought 
to dust off that equal op- 
portunity requirement and 
study what is going on.

‘Morality - Communication’ 
Must Begin In The Home 


“The black community 
can never really’ develop 
fully until we begin 
development in the home,” 
Dr. Frank Hale told The 
CALL-POST in an ex- 
clusive interview Monday. 
His remarks came after a 
visional speech before an 
audience at East High 
School Sunday in which he 
pointed out the need for 


self-government in black 
homes. 
He explained that the 


“core” of development as 
a community is “morality 
and communication" in the 
home, and he chided the 
black community for not 
being sufficiently critical of 
itself in the past. 

Hale pointed out that 
while some problems are 
related to black culture, 
particularly as far as 
resource: availability goes, 
the most pressing 
problems stem from: not 
having a black value 
system. He observed that 
the black community is af- 
fected by “trends or time” 
relayed to it through 
television, movies, 
tabacco, alcoholism and 
other “infectious” devices. 

He maintained that the 
black community - unlike 
other communities — could

BIBB TELLS TOLEDO GROUP: 
‘SET EXAMPLE FOR YOUTH 


By RONALD JACKSON 


Speaking to a Toledo 
University group, local 
television news reporter 
Leon Bibb recently called 
upon black Americans to 
not only protest what the 
“power structure” has 
done to blacks but to pre- 
pare themselves for partici- 
pation’ in all aspects of 
American life. : 

Bibb spoke at. the 
Founders’ Day Ceremony 
of the Toledo Chapter of 
Alpha Phi Alpha fraternity. 
A member of that fraternity, 
Bibb was affiliated with the 
Toledo Chapter before 
moving to Columbus. 

The goals of many black 
Americans, Bibb said, are 
the same as the goals of 
the fraternity's founders, 
who began America’s 
oldest predominantly black 
college fraternity in 1906. 
Since that-time, he noted, 
Alpha Phi Alpha members, 
along with many others, 
have been involved in the 
civil rights and black 
movement in this country. 
One example cited by Bibb 
was Dr. Martin Luther 
King, who was a member 
of the fraternity.
